PORT PLANNED
The products and traffic from 

;he entire San Fernando Valley are 
;o have a clean right-of-way to Los 
Angeles Harbor, according to the 
latest plans to be filed before the 
'lanning Commission.

The greatest cross-country high­ 
way yet proposed is to be a wide 
paved boulevard- from Ventura 
boulevard, across the Santa Monica 
Mountains, at a low grade of six 
per cent, through Westwood the 
Janss Investment Company's new 
city to Palms, around the Bald­ 
win Hills, finally Unking up with 
Slauson and Harbor boulevards to 
',he Port of Los Angeles.

According to the leading business 
men of every city in the San Fer­ 
nando Valley, this new boulevard 
which is to be named; Sepulveda 
Canyon boulevard as far as the 
south peak of the mountains, and 
Westwood-Sepulveda boulevaYd from 
the base of the mountains to Palms, 
will save , millions of dollars in 
transportation and other charges 
for the valley growers.

From the San Fernando Valley 
transportation Is now routed via 
Ventura boulevard, through the Ca- 
huenga Pass, Hollywood and the 
city to Harbor boulevard, necessi­ 
tating a detour of practically two- 
thirds of a circle of wide circum­ 
ference, while the proposed boule­ 
vard will cut directly through the 
:enter of the circle.

Not only will this new route be 
shorter in mileage but the time 
saved by keeping clear of the con­ 
gested district will, it Is said, cut 
the trip from the valley to the 
harbor in half.

Company Hopes to
Prove Large Field

on Sykes Land
Entrance of the Sandburg Pe­ 

troleum Company into the Torrance 
field 'became known when it leased 

acre owned by Mrs. Phoebe 
Sykes. According to the lease 
agreement, drilling will be started 
within thirty days.,

A producing well on the Sand­ 
burg lease would be an important 
thing. It would prove up more 
than a mile of territory between it 
and the producing wells lying to 
the northwest on Carson street. 
There are a number of leases in 
the nighborhood of the Sykes prop­ 
erty, and drilling is expected to 
start on all sides, especially to the 
east on the big Chanslor-Canfield 
Midway lease.

This area has not yet be*n 
drilled, though the field appears to 
have a southeasterly trend and is 
improving rapidly in that direction. 
Other leases that will be effected 
by the Sandburg well will be those 
held by the Petroleum Midway Oil 
Company and Selby & Root. It 
seems that in this section the com­ 
panies have been jockeying, in 
order to get the "other fellow" to 
prove up the territory first.

While the Sandburg company la 
pioneering In the southeasterly part 
of the field, the Orange County 
Drilling Company la preparing to 
test the oil sands a mile to the 
north and farther to the east. The 

it well on the Orange' County's 
ae is being put down by the 

Peterson Barker Syndicate and haa 
already been spudded in. Further 
work on this well has been held 
up for two weeks awaiting the ar­ 
rival of rotary equipment which 
is expected to be delivered at the 
well today.  

Another Producer 
Another producer was added to 

the field last week when the Gen-' 
eral Petroleum put its Van Lew 
No. 1 on the pump. This well is 
making about 250 barrels from the 
3600-foot level. This well was 
originally put down 4610 feet in 
an attempt to reach deep produc­ 
tion, but was unsuccessful. Van 
Lew No. 1 lies ou the west side of 
the field -in the low gravity sec­ 
tion and in believed to be near the 
northern limits of the field. 

» Five more wells are expected to 
be : brought in within the next 
three weeks. One of these wells, 
Torrance No. 4, on the Chanslor- 
Canfield Midway lease, is standing 
cemented at 2949 feet. This well 
is 300 feet east of Torrance No. 3, 
which is making 600 barrels a day, 
with the gravity of the oil ranging 
between 27 and 28. It is the big­ 
gest well in the fieid up to date, 
having a slight edge on its offset, 
Torrance Community No. 2, on the 
Standard lease. A steady improve­ 
ment has been shown as the wells 
go' east, and Torranco No. 4 is ex­ 
pected to have a settled production 
of 1000 barrels or more.

Expect Two More
